EasTon, Pa., July 81, 1867,

The founder of this quaint ltle town, who-
gver he may bave been, displayed a fine appre-
clation of the beauties of nature in fixing upon
its Joontion. ‘The town issituated on & narrow
peninsuls, bounded on the south by the Lehigh,
ond on the north by the Bushkill, and termi.
nated on the cast by the shallow, winding
waters of the Delnware. At this point the strip
of Jand lying between the two former rivers is
low and level; but It ascends gradually towards
the west, until it resches, at a short distance
from the Delaware, an elevation almost equsl to
that of the surrounding hills, These lust are
seuttered plentifally sbout, enveloping the town

on all sides, and extendiug for seversl miles i
every direction,

The hill—it 18 almost n mountain In helght—
which rises up at a siarp angle just north of the
Dushkill, is the s#ite of Lafayotte College, an
ipetitution which is now fairly on the high road
to prosperity. Crossing the Bushkiil by the
bridge in continuation of the main streey of
Easton, the stranger iz appalled by the prospeot
of ajonruey up a flight of steps which seem
almost without Hmit a4 to number. A ecareful
tally reveals the fact that there are ouly two-
hundred and tweuty-six rises; and when one
guine  the top and pauses in exhaustion
to gaze upon the task he has accomplished, his
eye ig saluted by a prospect which is almost
nurivalled tor romuntic interest by any similar
Jocahty in the State. Juost on the brow ol this
hill stand the College buildings, ond the resi-
denoes of a number of the professors. The
grounds inclode about forty AcTes, over which
the different edifices connected with thy in8tta-
$ion arg scattered, with v sharming disregard «
regdlarity. The maln buiding, 1 whieh
are the dormitories of the students, and scveral
of the recltation and leetare rooms, is five stories
in height, including the basement and attic, the
rooms in the last of which are bat little inferior
in size to those on the lower loors, and rendered
almost as pleasant by lurge dormer windows,
The struciure is of stone, the exterior belng
roughly coated with mortar, and altogether it
hus that homelike and harshly-treated appoar-
ance which iz eharacteristic of most of our
older college bulldings, There 1s avout it an air
and odor of departed days,and thatl quiet, dreamy
simplicity which is so mnch wmore conducive
to thought and study than the stiff, bright style
which so often pervades the architecture of
the present age. Adjoining this building on the
east, apother and larger, a3 well as more elegant
aud substantial, structure of stone is now in
process ol erection. The busement story Is
already completed, and the whole, when finished,
will add mueh to the beauty as well as to the
enpacity of the Colloge. Further to the east,
and on the yery Dbrow of the hill,
is an eclegant snd subslentlal  stong
bullding koown as *“Jeoke Hall," the gift ol
Barton H, Jeoks, Esq., of Philadelphia. The
architecture of this last 18 of thut French school
which bas of lste become so popular in the
suburbs of Philadelphia, Jenks Hall contains
the chemienl laboratory, the cabinet of Natoral
History, and & commodious leclure-room, and
will long remuin as a substantinl monument to
the enlightened liberality of its founler. To
the east and north stand the residences of the
Professors, several of which are old and plaln,
while others are of regent ervellou, wud of the

‘mout atiractive cottage style.

This proposition was received with hearty
choers, and the toast was drunk in cold water,
President Cattell responded by saying that com-
mencements were always oceasions of great
solemmty to him, notwithstanding the music
and general gayety. He referred to his first con-
nection with the tostitution, ind to its present
progpects,  Three cour=esd hnd been established
—the classical, the scientific, and the post-
gradunte—and yet their prosent endowment was
sullicient tosupport only ouc ol these, There was
therefore an imperative necessity for increasing
the permanent invested endowment to $400,000,
Tle Pressdent appealed to ex-Governor Pollook
to know if it could not be done, and the Gover
nor thought it could, and that withiuthe coming
year, President Oatteli then stated that ke bad
made a bezinning that very morning, o answer
to this appeal for additional endowment, Wil-
linmson Adamson, of Philadelphia, had sub-
soribed $10,0003 Thomas Beaver, of Danville,
$10,000; nnd A, Pardee, of Hazleton, $80,000.

The anuouncement of the first two subscrip-
tiove were received with great applanse; but
when Mr, Pardee’s nume and donation were
aunounced a grand outery arose from the nssem-
blage, and lor some minutes the tumult was #o
pgreat that the speaker’s voice could not be
heard, Wheu the uproar had subsided, Presi.
dept Cattell rend a Jetter from Mr, Pardee,
erating that he desired to muke his whole dona-
tion to the College full $200,000, and therefore,
in addition to the $120,000 already given, he
now added $80,000, on condition thut she re-
malnder of the $200,000 proposed as an increase
to the endowment should be raised within a
year or iwo. President attell, resuming his
remarks, sald that this could not be done by
mngie, but only by the favor aud blessing of
Almighty God. Ho trasted that with such nsslst.
ance they would be able to build up the tnstitu-
tion, ppd that it might long live to His honor
and piory.

Selden T. Scraoton, Fsq., of Oxford, N. J.,
wis then introdueed, and bhayiog recounted his
first sequainiance with President Catlell, and
fhe earnest and persevering manner in which
the latter hud gone to work to secure the no-
dowment of the institution, declared his
conviction that, judging from the success which
had attended these earlior efforts, the present
one would be cqually fortunate,

Addregses were subsequently delivered by the
Hon. G, Moirison Harris, ol Baltimore; Profes-
rors Coleman and Pocter, of the College Faculty;
and the Rev. Dr. Edgar, of Beston., The com-
pauy remained st the tuble about two hours,
during the whole of which time the utmost good
humor and genfality prevalled.
